They are 
the same however as those used in the International Nursing Index (INI) and are based on the Medical Subject Headings (MeSH) 
published by the National Library of Medicine. A few of the new 1967 MeSH headings have been used in this index but will not 
appear in INI until 1967. For example, some of the new headings used are Education, Nursing, Degree Programs; Educa- 
tion, Nursing, Diploma Programs; Nurses, Male; and Nursing Records. 


A “Nursing Thesaurus”, which appears in the first and fourth issues of INI for 1966, was-compiled to help the user bridge the 
modification in style from the subject headings formerly used in the nursing indexes to those currently used in INI as well as in 
the annual indexes of American Journal of Nursing, Nursing Outlook, and Nursing Research. A revised Thesaurus including the 
new 1967 MeSH headings, will be published in volume 2, number 1 of INI and reprints will be available upon request from the
